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FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one inthis area. Fre- 
quent rains kept the danger to a minimum and there were few 
violations. Your Forest Fire Warden's job would be easier if 
everyone understood the State laws that govern the kindling 
of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follows: 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such 
burning is restricted by regulation tobe prior to 9:00 a.m. and 


after 5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime un- 
der normal conditions with permission of the District Chief 
and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another's property 
with written permission of the landowner and permission of 
the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if ina 
hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Moun- 
tain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office 
or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in public 
camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for 
this purpose. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 
fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means willfully or recklessly 


that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is 
$500.00 or one year's imprisonment. 
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3. For failure to totally extinguish acampor cooking fire be- 
fore leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, 
maximum fine of $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.

As may be seen from the above list, the recruitment of pro- 
fessional staff continues to be a problem. Teachers continue to 
be in short supply with no real amelioration of the condition in 
sight. The new selective service lottery system, with the de- 
crease in occupational deferments accompanying it, may fur- 
ther deplete the supply of teachers. 
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It would appear that the problem most difficult for the 
school districts of New Hampshire to solve is that of providing 
an adequate education for their young people. This education 
must provide the knowledges necessary toenable young people 
to compete with others; not only of this state, but of the na- 
tion, in obtaining economic and personal independence. School 
costs, as do all other costs, continue to rise, yet the tax base 
used for the support of'schools in New Hampshire has not ex- 
panded at a comparable rate. It would be wise for the citizens 
of the school district to approach their local legislator and ask 
that he support full funding of the present educational aid pro- 
grams which are now law by the state. This implementation 
would help the local districts in their efforts to support the ed- 
ucational costs of the district. 


It is felt by this office that the Middleton and Farmington 
School Districts have taken a step forward in their long standing 
mutual cooperation by two actions these districts have taken. 
The first is the formalization of their educational arrangements 
by the adoption of a five year contract. The second step, now 
in progress, is the development of an AREA agreement between 
the twodistricts. The chief advantages are that there would be 
more financial assistance for both districts; and that Middle- 
ton would be guaranteed a school for its pupils. 


In closing, the undersigned would like toexpress their ap- 
preciation of the cooperation they have received. from the local 
citizens, school board members, bus drivers, andthe students. 
During the days ahead we will appreciate, as in the past, your 
continued cooperation in the best interest of good education.
